$1,182,000,000 Program 
Of Preparedness Is 
Outlined By President

WASHINGTON — UP) Presi- 


dent Roosevelt today proposed to 
Congress a $1,182,00,000 emergency 
national defense program and called 
for 50,000 military and naval air- 
planes to meet the threat of modern 
war. 


The combined air strength of the 
army and navy now is 5,563 planes. 
He proposed to put national defense 
manufactories on a 24-hour basis. 
The emergency summons of his 
message was couched in urgent 
phrases.

called on barely 12 hours notice. 

He warned that our shores—even 
great mid-western cities such as St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Omaha—no 
longer are days, weeks or months 
away from potential attack, but are 
within hours and minutes of places 
which conceivably could become 
bases for air war. 

The message asked: 

1. Immediate 
$896,000,000 (M) for armament. 

2. Authorization for the meking of 
future contract obligations aggre- 
gating $286,000,000. (M) 

Together with the $2,000,000,000 
already asked from this congress for 
defense, this would make the total 
$3,182,000,000. Still more requests 
are likely before congress goes 
home. 

The president did not say how 
soon the 50,000 plane air armada 


should be ready, nor what part of! 


the funds and authorizations sought 
today would be earmarked for air- 
power. But it appeared that the 
United States was about to chal- 
lenge Germany for world leadership 
in the air. 

It was understood the army plan- 
ned to use big sums now for pilot 
training; that most of the new 
planes would come later.

Some of the features of the pro- 
posed program are stated in the 
following excerpts from a letter by 
George C. Mann, chief of the divi- 
sion of adult education of the state 
school department, answering in- 
quiries of those most active in pro- 
posing the program: 

“The state apportions money to 
the district on the basis of the av- 
erage daily attendance in each 
(night) school district. About $85 
per unit of attendance is apportion- 
ed.Twenty hours of attendance each 
week for the full school term con- 
Stitutes a unit of attendance. In 
other words, if four students at- 
tend five hours a week each, that 
will be one unit of attendance. 

“In addition to the apportionment 
on the basis of average daily atten- 
dance, a bonus apportionment. of 
$126 per unit for the first ten 
units and $90 per unit for the sec- 
ond ten units and $60 per ant. for 
the third ten units is apportioned. 
If a school has a full thirty units 
of average daily attendance the 
district will receive $2,700 in addi- 
tion to the regular apportionment 
for average daily attendance. In 
the small schoo] districts, the state 
money will usually bear the full 
cost of instruction. In the larger 


, Cities, some local district money is 


usually necessary to cover the full 

cost.

Allies May Have To Change 
“Methods And Men” Says 
Premier Paul Reynaud

Germany’s mechanized armies 
stabbed through Allied defense lines 
on the Meuse river front today and 
forced Great Britain and France to 
consider a change in “methods and 
men” to meet the Nazi offensive. 

The greatest point of danger to 
the Allies appeared to center on the 
Belgian front between Namur and 
Sedan. 

Progress of this thrust was un- 
certain, but Berlin reported new 
Successes in the region southwest of 
Namur and the semi-official French 
radio agency said that German 
units in that sector were trying to 
es a foothold behind the Allied 
lines. In Paris, Premier Paul Rey- 
[aud admitted that the Allies might 
have to change both leaders and 
methods to stop the Germans. 

That the Allies were fighting back 
‘was emphasized by both German 
‘and French advices. 
| The success of the Germans in 
forcing the Allied defense to adopt a 
“war of movement” in south Belgium 
and along the Meuse in France co- 
incided with a new Nazi offensive 
in the diplomatic field to continue 
the “war of nerves” by arousing 
fears that the conflict would spread 
to other countries, ' 

Fresh alarms sounded through 
southeast Europe. 

The Swiss were mobilized to the 
last man. They had 600,000 men in 
arms and were as well prepared as 
their resources would permit. Every 
sort of rumor circulated. 

London expected an Italian move 
shortly. President Roosevelt indi- 
cated American concern over such a 
possibility by sending a post-mid- 
jnight communication to Premier 
Benito Mussolini—an appeal to keep 
| the peace. 

The allied Mediterranean fleet is

Visit Germany 


Wood-Chopper Of Doorn 
Once Declined Dutch 
Offer Of Safe Conduct 


BERLIN, (tP/—Former Kaiser Wil- 
helm, as a German citizen, is free 
to return to Germany from his ex- 
ile in Holland if he desires, even 
without asking permission of Adolf 
Hitler. a Nazi informant said today. 

The spokesman said that the 
Dutch government had offered to 
conduct the former Kaiser from 
his exile-estate at Doorn to a safer 
place when the Germans approach- 
ed, but that he replied he would re- 
main to meet his destiny.

The most important matter which 
will come up for consideration dur- 
ing the present special session will 
of course, be the matter of another 
relief appropriation, The fact-find- 
ing relief committee has filed a part 
of its lengthy report and will file 
the balance of the report later this 
week. 

A majority of the legislators ap- 
pear to favor returning the admin- 
istration of relief to the counties, 
with the state furnishing the funds. 
This was recommended by the spe- 
cial committee referred to above. 
This committee believes that the 
cost of administration of relief by 
the counties would not exceed 15 
per cent as compared with 25 per 
cent and more under state adminis- 
tration. 

It is too early to predict what ac- 
tion will be taken on the various 
revenue bills sponsored by the ad- 
ministration but I can say that the 
majority of the legislators are op- 
posed to increased taxes of any 
kind.
